Will
state, however, that there was a very
heavy crop last year and owing to the
shortness of money, a good many paek- -
ers could not borrow enough money to
take care of the entire crop. We know

it, now practically all the olives left
over are going into oil.

"Some varieties like the Aseolano and
Seviliano were sold as high as $200 per
ton, llc per lb. The price on Mission
and Manzunillo Livest to the factories
run from $HHI to JKiO per ton. Some
of these, however, were under contract
There is a big acreage going out in
olives this year.- - This we know from
the amount of trees sold and the many
incpiiries this season.

"We consider the olive proposition
one of the very best here in California
in favored locations. The only trouble
with the planters is they received too
much money for their fruit the last
two or three years. They are not wil-
ling to come down and take price even
though money is scarce, and that is the
only reason they are kicking. We have
seen the time when people were glad
to get from ?B0 to SN0 per ton for fruit
and were perfectly satisfied. Many
fruits have a black eye this season and
that of course is due to money strin-
gency and the war in Europe.

" )ur raisin crop is well cleaned up
this season, but dried peaches are not
selling at all. In fact, the growers are
not able to get the cost of production
out of their peaches this year. This is
practically due to the fact that there is
no export on dried fruit to Europe.
